Progress in Katsin Making---Profits and 
Risks in the Business---The Scedless 
Sultana—flints to Growers. 


The raisin industry is yet in its in- 
tancy in Southern California, but enough 
has been done to show that it 1s to 
prove one of our most’ important re- 
sources.. Owing to the great interest 
taken in the subject, a reporter of the 
Times called yesterday on Dr. O. H. 
Congar, of Pasadena, one of the pioneers 
of the new era of horticulture in this 
section, and requested a few practical 
hints for the benefit of those interested, 


members of the Firemen’s Brotherhood. | as well as some general information for 


the, public. 

The Doctor kindly consented to be 
interviewed, and as his experience in the 
business has been thoroughly practical, 
his opinions will be of great value. . 
Doctor, said the reporter, how long 


since you planted your first raisin vine- 
yard at Pasadena ? 

It is now over seven years since I 
set my first cuttings out, or in the 

spring of 1876. 

What was the general opinion of 
your neighbors and the public generally 
concerning your experiment ? 

With few exceptions they laughed at. 
me and ridiculed the idea that raisins 
could be successfully made here. I 
asked them why? and none of them 

could give any reason, but they were 
sure that my attempt would prove a 
failure. 

With what varieties of the raisin 
grape did you plant your first vineyard? 
The Muscat of Alexandria and the 
Gordo Blanco. I can see. but very little 
difference between the two varieties. 

They were the only two then used on 
this coast for raisin making. 

When did your vineyard bear for the 

first time and what have been your an- 
nual profits? 

My vineyard bore the second year 
from the cutting. The net profits for 
that year were $42 per acre, the third 
year $61, the fourth year $90 and the 
fifth year $102. 

Has any opinion been expressed by 
persons competent of judging, concern- 
ing the quality of your fruit? 

Mr. Swartout, a gentleman interested 
in Southern California, took sample 
boxes of the raisins from all the produc- 
ing districts here to New York last win- 
ter and submitted them for examination 
to experts, who pronounced the sample 
from El Cajon, San Diego county, best, 
placing mine second. All tke dealers 
were much astonished at the progress 
we have made'in the production of 
raisins in Southern California and the 
fine quality of our fruit, considering the 
little experience we have had. 

What land do you consider best adapt- 
ed to the raisin? 

From my own experience and from what 
Ican learn from others I am satified that 
our uplands will produce as fine a raisin 
as there is in the world. At least the 
raisins of our high lands have been 
pronounced equal to the best in market. 

How about irrigation? is it essential? 

Iam now satisfied water should be 
used judiciously in all raisin culture; 
the moderate. use of water decidedly 
improyes the raisin. Another point for 
beginners is that vines should be set at 
least 10x10 feet apart to obtain the best 
results; and still another fact is, that 
cuttings should be taken from geod 
stock. I am taking all of mine from the 
most prolific vines, for I have discov- 
ered that there is a great difference in 
the productiveness of the vines in my 
vineyard. Some will be loaded with 
grapes, while others will have scarcely 
any. [have now a man engaged in plac- 
iig astake by each prolific vine, and 


from these vines. 

Doctor, you have been experimenting 
with the seedless Sultana raisin grape, 
over which there was such a furore last 
year; what do you think of it? 

I find that many of our people have 
confounded the Sultana with the White 
Corinth grape, from which the Zante 
currant of commerce is made. There 
is a great difference between the varie- 
ties. My experience with the Sultana 
grape is that it is very prolific, adapts 
itself well to our climate, is not subject 
to blight or mildew, and the Sultana 
raisin will be a success, provided we 
can find a market for them, of which 
there is some doubt. 

How old is your Sultana vineyard? 

Three years old from the cutting, and 
to-day I sold my entire crop to Messrs. 
Burch & Boal, of this city. They are 
pronounced fine raisins, and are the 
first in market. 

What was the yield to the yine? » 

The Sultanas averaged twenty pounds 
to the vine. Some vines bore as high 
as forty pounds. I did not irrigate my 
vineyard, but it would have done better 
if I had. 

Are there any other facts of interest 
about the Sultana? 

You might state that three pounds of 
Sultanas make one pound of raisins and 
the grape dries readily in a temperature 
of from 85 to 90 degrees. The grapes 
should be picked when fully ripe. You 


that there will not be a good market for 
the Sultana raisins. 

Wecannot tell yet. I have sent a 
box to New York, and after a time shall 
learn how dealers there think they can 
handle them. I understand that Mr. 
Rose states that-the Sultana is an ex- 
cellent wine grape. 

Well, Doctor, would you advise a 
man with limited capital to go into the 
raisin business? | 

I should advise him to be very care- 
ful to study and learn from the experi- 
ence of others, to be very particular 
about his soil, water right, varieties, etc. 
and even with the greatest precautions 
there will be many failures. 
What is the greatest obstacle to. suc- 
cessful raisin making at present. 

The blight is the worst, and as yet 
have no certain remedy for 
it. The grapes off the 
bunch until there are only two or three 
on the stem. One fact you should make 
note of, and that is that the raisin grape 
needs rich soil. I manure both my 
trees and vines and use all the fertiliz- 
iug material that Ican get. Poverty of 
soil causes almost all of the diseases of 
the vine. 3 

How will the general raisin crop at 
Pasadena be this year? —— 

It will be fair, but a large proportion 
of our grapes have been sent to the 
wineries. Raisin making 1s yet an ex- 
periment with many. 

- You have faith in the future of the 
interest, haye you not, Doctor? 

I am becoming more and more confi- 
dent that raisin making is the coming 
industry of Southern California. The 
European vineyards are rapidly being 
devastated with the phylloxera, and our 
country must soon look for its supply of 
this fruit at home. I fully believe that 
the profits of the raisin makers will be 
much greater in twenty-five years than 
they are at present. 

As the Doctor was in haste to leave, | 
this closed the interview, and the state- 
ments given can scarcely fail to be of 
value to those who are contemplating 
entering into the raisin business, which 
has thus far proved to be one of the 
most profitable industries of Southern

ORIGIN OF OUR VOLCANO. 


What an Ola Resident Knows 
About It. 
From the Santa Barbara Independent. | 


Mr. Nathan McClosky of Carpin- 
teria, who resided several years at the 
Rincon, in the vicinity of the much- 
talked-of ‘‘volcano,”’ furnishes the fol- 
lowing bricf history of the hot hole 
in the mountain. About ten years 
ago, when coal oil prospectors were 
rumbling about this section of the 
country, Messrs. Schofield and Scott, 
now identified with the coal oil wells 
in Ventura county, decided upon driv- 
ing a tunnel into the face of Mount 
Hoar on the ocean side, with a deter; 
mination to ascertain the true and defi- 
nite trend or slope of the rock layers 


tains. ‘They desired to ascertain what 
prospect there was for striking’ oil 
where the hot air was forcing its way 
to the surface as it does to-day through 
the so-called volcano. A tunnel was 
driven into the mountain from a 
point near the beach. ‘When the work- 
men had reached a point about 250 
feet deep it had become so hot that 
work had to be discontinued. About 
this time a party of scientists was sent 
from San Francisco to investigate and 
determine the true character of this 
hot air hole. They were guided to 
the so-called volcano by Mr. McClosky 
and made a close investigation. They 
decided that there was no indication 
of petroleum, but that the heat whch 
exuded from the fissure upon. het 
mountain side was generated in the 
earth by .a combination of iron, sul- 
phur and copper, which, brought in 
contact, had created the heat, and the 
gases had forced open the earth and 
created a vent from which the heat is 
discharged. The scientists declared 
that there was no coal oil there. The 
mountain near its surface is a solid 
mass of gypsum, several tons of which 
has been shipped to San Francisco, and 
pronounced to be good quality. Our 
volcano is nevertheless a volcano.

The story goes that 
In verifica- 
tion of this fact, Santa Cruz Island is 
literally catacombed with graves, and 


‘the place whence Clark’s bony relic 


was taken is the head of a long trench 
in which lay the skeletons of scores of 
the former natives of this vicinity. 
Mr. Herbert Gray, who found the head 
now in Clark’s collection of curiosities, 
discovered this trench in which the 
unfortunate victims of war and fam- 
ine were laid side by side, after ending 
a miserable existence. The head of 
the chief was distinguishable by its 
fine shape and large size as compared 
to the others, and also by the orna- 
ments and the care evidenced in its de- 
posit in the earth. It is a very inter- 
esting relicyof ancient times in and 
about Santa Barbara. | :

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THE BEAUTIFUL CONGO. 


Jottings by a Correspondeat§ in 
Africa With Stanley. 
Ordingrily the Congo is beautiful in 
detail, imposing as a whole, writes the 
London Telegraph correspondent who 
is with Stanley. Indeed fcr a river 
of its magnitude, it would need Alps 
to form suitable cliffs for such a 
breadth of water. In this portion, 
however, some of the general effects 
are strikingly impressive. A splendid 
expanse of stream reflects on its placid 
surface the 
white clouds above it; on the side are 
green hills and purple woods, ‘and on 
the other the inimitably graceful bo- 
rassus palms which, in rows and 
groups, rise on their slender trunks 
high above the low green shrubs, and 
crown majestically the long spits of 
white sand that launch themselves 
bodily into the shining, all reflecting 
' river. The Zanzibaris have found a 
fine fish just caught in one of the na- 
tive basket-work traps, and they ask 
permission to stop at some sand-bank 
and cook it. This is accorded, and we 
are soon alongside a long reach of sand 
on which some Bayanzi are already 
seated. Of course our reception is 
cordial, and while the Zanzivaris are 
commencing the cooking I go off to 
see the village close by, “called Mbila, 
It isa pretty, contented, quiet-looking 
spot, embosomed in great groves of 
vananas and suriounded by planta- 
tions of manioc. At the time I enter, 
except a few women who are attend- 
ing to their household duties, every 
_ one is &bsent on the beach, chaffing 
with the Zunzibaris; therefore I have 
it pretty much to myself, but my ar- 
rival causes much excitement among 
the fowls and dogs, who apparently 
are frightened at my white face, and 
fly in all directions. The fowls cackle 
and screech, but the dogs are too awe 
struck to make any noise; indeed, in 
this country they never seem to have 
acquired the power of barking. In 
front of several dwellings are signs of 
domestic avocations actively. going on. 
Large jars and other vessels of pottery 
are standing to dry in the sun, and 
basket-work in all its stages is lyin 
about. The houses are we! construc 
and well kept, and the people who are 
now flocking back to the village look 
well fed and prosperous. Involuntarily 
the thought comes to me, what a con- 
tented, peaceful sort of life this is. 
Few wants, and those easily supplied; 
no luxury and no starvation ; no yearn- 
ings after the unknown; no vague, un- 
satisfied aspirations, and no heart- 
breakings; everything thoroughly pos- 
itive, well ‘ordered and material. How 
_ will this meet the shock of advancing 
civilization—of the approacing con- 
tact of black and white? The natives 


tell me I am the first of my color who} 


has set foot in their village, and they 
seemed proud and rejoiced at my visit. 
May they never look back to it with 
sorrow as marking the advent of a 
new and sorrowful change in their 
hitherto peaceful annals.
